This  crest  represents  a griffin’s*head  protruding  from  a 
ducal  crown,  bearing  in  its  beak  a crossed  crosslet  sharpened, 
ready  to  be  set  up. 

Motto  ‘‘  Je  suis  I am  read^^ 

* A griffin  is  a fabled  animal  half  lion  and  half  eagle.  It  is  represented 
with  wings  a beak  and  four  legs  ; the  upper  part  resembling  an 
eagle  and  the  lower  part  a lion.  The  figure  of  the  griffin  is  seen  on 
ancient  medals  and  is  still  borne  in  coat  armor. 
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INTRODUCTION. 


It  is  more  than  a quarter  of  a century  since  I began  to 
collect  the  material  for  this  volume.  As  will  be  supposed, 
sometimes,  many  years  have  passed  without  adding  a single 
item. 

I have  brought  together  from  town-records,  histories, 
parish-records,  geneaologies  and  grave-stones,  such  state- 
ments as  contained  the  name.  As  I anticipated,  many  of 
these  isolated  facts  have  worked  into  the  genealogical  table, 
filling  a gap  or  furnishing  a connecting  link. 

In  1859,  just  before  leaving  the  United  States  for  China, 
I visited  the  patriarch,  and  revolutionary  soldier,  Ralph 
Farnham  of  Acton,  Maine.  He  was  then  103  years  old  and 
his  son  John,  more  than  eighty.  He  gave  me  considerable 
information  wdiich  I had  not  been  able  to  obtain  before. 

When  visiting  the  United  States  in  1883-4,  Gorham 
H.  Weymouth,  Esq.  of  Hollis,  Maine,  whose  mother  was  a 
Farnham,  gave  me  extracts  which  he  had  made  from  the 
manuscript  History  of  the  Town  of  York  by  H.  G.  Marshall. 
I had  always  understood  my  ancestors  went  from  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  to  Maine,  but  had  never  been  able  to  trace  the 
line.  However  the  information  I got  from  Mr.  Weymouth 
corroborated  that  given  me  by  the  patriarch  Ralph  and  helped 
to  establish  beyond  a doubt  the  long  desired  connection. 
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I have  pablished  many  historlal  statements  where  th 
name  oecurs,  hoping  I may  render  some  one  else  simila 
service  to  that  which  Mr.  Weymonth  has  rendered  me. 

The  genealogical  tables  contain  but  a small  fraction  c 
all  the  families,  that  should  be  given ; and  I believe  with 
little  effort  might  be  made  out. 

I had  supposed  that  Ralph  who  came  over  in  the  bri 
“James,”  in  1635  was  the  progenitor  of  all  the  Farn 
hams,  Farnams,  Varnums  etc.  in  the  United  States;  or  2 
any  rate  of  all  the  early  generations.^  But  from  the  statemen 
made  in  the  Rev.  S.  Danforth’s  Records  of  Dor  Chester  i 
seems  there  was  a certain  Henry  Farnham  living  there  8 
early  as  1658. 

The  Record  is; — “1658  Dec.  11.  At  midnight  yr  hap 
pened  a great  buining,  the  fire  began  in  ye  outside  of  Henr 
Farnham’s  workshop.” 

Savage  says  he  was  a member  of  the  Artillery  Compan 
in  1644,  a freeman  in  1615  and  thinks  he  went  to  Long  Islan 
and  thence  to  Connecticut,  and  was  certainly  a deacon  livin 
in  Killingsworth  in  1666.  He  died  Jan.  13,  1700  leavin 
an  only  son  Peter. 

It  would  seem  from  the  above,  that  this  Henry  Farnhar 
who  was  old  enough  to  be  a member  of  the  Artillery  Compan 
in  1644,  could  not  have  belonged  to  the  family  of  Ralph  wh 
landed  in  Boston  in  1635,  though  he  may  have  been  a cousi 
or  brother. 

As  mentioned  elswhere,  I have  found  the  name  spelle 
in  a variety  of  ways; — Farnham  (from  the  Old  English  fei 
liame,  fern  home — ) Farnam,  Farnum,  Ffarnum:  Yarnhau 
Yarnam  and  Yarnum.  Once  I found  it  spelled  Farman  an 
persons  of  that  name,  as  well  as  the  Yarnums  may  be 
branch  of  our  family.  I wish  that  persons  bearing  these  name 
would  look  into  the  matter  and  compare  their  genealogici 
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tables  with  those  given  in  this  volume;  and  if  there  is  any 
evidence  that  we  are  of  the  same  lineage,  send  the  informa- 
tion to  be  incorporated  in  the  next  edition.  I trust  that  all 
who  bear  the  name,  in  any  of  its  many  forms  of  spelling, 
will  send  me  all  the  information  within  their  reach,  and  if 
no  more,  their  family  record,  that  the  next  edition  may  contain 
every  name  down  to  the  last-born  child.  Please  give  as  far 
as  possible  dates  and  names  of  places. 

I feel  that  if  I would  do  anything,  to  rescue  these  mem- 
ories from  utter  oblivion,  it  must  be  done  quickly;  therefore  I 
hope  all  interested  will  forward  at  once  whatever  will  help  to 
complete  the  history  of  our  widely  extended  family. 

It  is  possible  that  some  will  make  contributions  to  help 
place  the  genealogy  of  the  family  in  Public  Libraries.  Money 
for  this  purpose  may  be  sent  to  Rev.  Luther  Farnhara, 
Librarian  of  the  Minister’s  Library  Boston,  Mass,  and  copies 
will  be  placed  gratis  in  the  Public  Libraries  of  all  our  large 
cities,  as  far  as  the  means  is  provided.  I am  sure  there  are 
many  who  bear  the  name  quite  able  and  I believe  possessing 
public  spirit  enough,  to  devote  fifty  or  even  one  hundred 
dollars  to  such  a purpose. 

I have  some  memoirs  and  shall  be  glad  of  others  together 
wdtli  incidents  and  anecdotes.

I have  thus  far  traced  the  genealogy  of  my  own  branch  of 
the  family  from  Ralph,  1 — 1,  to  the  youngest  child,  of  my 
youngest  brother,  Frank,  137 — 4,  of  the  ninth  generation.

JOHN,  of  Andover  son  of  Ralph,  perhaps  is  he  who  mar- 
ried June  30.  1693  Mary  Tyler. 
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JONATHAN,  of  Boston  son  of  first  John,  was  a capt.iin. 

JOSEPH,  of  Boston  freeman  1674. 

PETER,  of  Killingworth  married  Hannali  Wilcoxson  had 
seven  children,  died  Feb.  14.  1704  and  liis  widow  married 
Nathaniel  Royce  of  Wallingford. 

RALPH  of  Andover,  married  Oct.  26.  1658  Elizabeth 
daughter  of  Nicholas  Holt.  Tradition  makes  come  from  Wales 
but  it  is  hardly  to  be  belived.  Who  was  his  father  is  not 
certain  probably  Ralph  who  was  father  of  Mary  who  married 
at  Andover  Oct.  20.  1650  Danifd  Poor  and  of  Sarah  who 
married  Apr.  26.  1658,  George  Abbot  {See  Fnnimn.') 

SAMUEL,  Andover,  perlmps  brother  of  Ephniim  and  son 
of  Thomas  the  first,  married  Jan.  4.  1698,  Hannah  Holt. 

THOMAS,  Andover,  probably  a brother  of  Ralph  and 
brought  with  hi?n  in  childhood  by  their  father  from  England 
married  July  8.  1660  Elizabeth  Sibborns  who  died  Jan.  11. 
1686  aged  53.  Thomas  their  son  died  Oct.  6.  1672. 

THOMAS,  Andover,  son  of  Ralph,  married  May  14.  1693 
Hannah  Hutchinson.  The  decendants  of  these  Andover 
stock  are  many,  usually  writing  the  name  as  did  also  John  of 
Porchester,  Farnharn.  But  at  the  various  New  England 
colonies  it  is  not  easy  to  adjust  them.’*

Tlie  following  is  extracted  from  The  Farmer  s Register, 
John  of  Dorchester  admitted  freeman  1640  and  probably  one 
of  foundern  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  in  Boston,  1650. 
His  son  Jonathan  was  born  1638.  John  and  Thomas  were  in- 
habitants of  Andover  in  1660,  and  their  descendants  are 
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ruimerouR,  some  of  whom  write  the  name  FarnJiam.  Three 
had  graduated  at  Harvard  and  Brown  in  1828  besides  sev- 
eral whose  name  are  spelled  Farnam. 

John  possibly  preceding  or  a son  was  an  early  member  of 
the  First  Baptist  church  in  Boston. 

William  Yarnum  was  born  in  Peachara,  Yt.  Jan.  26.  1793. 
He  was  son  of  Abraham  and  Dolly  Yarnhara  of  Dracut  (who 
were  cousins.)  He  died  in  Lake  Mills,  Wisconsin  Jan.  2.  1841 
aged  52  years. 

Mrs.  Susan  Merrill  Farnam  wife  of  C.  W.  Farnam,  Esq.  of 
111  Market,  St.  San  Francisco,  Cal.  furnishes  the  following 
which  she  “gleaned  from  the  Spiingfield,  Massachusetts 
records.”  She  adds,  “All  1 know  of  them  is  here  recorded. 

“ Reuben  Farnam  and  Kesia  Wait  were  married  Nov.  28. 
1778.  Noah  son  of  Reuben  and  Kesia  Farnam  h.  Jan.  13.

She  says  of  tlie  Springfield  records  ; — “ I found  the  first 

records  to  be  of  marriages  within  the  period  of  a few  years, 
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lienee  I concluded  that  a number  of  young  men  must  have 
settled  in  Springfield,  Mass,  about  the  year  1750.  Tlie  Farn- 
ams  were  not  among  the  fisrt  settlers  of  Springfield,  as  no 
name  appears  prior  to  1750/’

Deacon  Samuel  Farnham  of  Auburn,  Maine,  died  Aug.  17. 
1885,  aged  69  years. 

He  was  born  in  Woolwich,  Me.  fitted  for  college  at  Kent’s 
Hill  and  Farmington  Academy  and  graduated  at  Bow^doin 
College  in  1844.  He  was  for  seven  years  Principal  of 
Whitestown  Seminary,  N.  Y.  He  married  Miss  Julia 
Chaney  daughter  of  Rev.  John  Chaney  of  Anburn.  He  w^as 
a member  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  Bates  College.

GENEALOGY  OF  THE  FARNHAM  FAMILY. 


Major  General  Joseph  Bradley  Farnhara  was  in  Congress 
four  years  and  Speaker  of  the  House  two  years.  He  was 
a Senator  six  years. 

He  came  home  sick  and  sent  his  son  to  Washington  to 
settle  his  affairs.  He  and  his  son  died  both  on  the  same  day. 
He  had  the  reputation  of  being  a good  man. 

Ralph,  page  5.  (18 — 3.)  came  from  Andover.  He  was  sent 
to  York,  Maine,  in  the  Indian  war,  previous  to  the  Revolution, 
and  liking  the  country  settled  and  died  there.  His  brother, 
Daniel,  came  with  him  but  afterwards  moved  to  Castle  Bay, 
near  Portland.  His  son  Daniel,  page  19,  (20 — 1,)  graduated 
at  college,  probably  Harvard,  and  studied  law  and  settled 
in  Newbury  port.  His  sister  Olive,  page  9,  (22 — 3,)  married 
Col.  Grove,  (Grow.) 

The  above  was  told  me  in  1859  by  Ralph,  page  22,  (35—1.) 
when  he  was  more  than  100  years  old.

Your  Grandfather,  David  Farnhara,  came  to  this  town 
from  York  where  his  ancestors  resided,  and  from  whence, 
I think,  all  of  the  name  who  ever  lived  in  Lebanon  came. 

His  father’s  name  was  Matthew.  He  was  never  a resident 
of  this  town.  So  far  as  I can  learn,  he  died  in  York.  He 
had  a brother,  whose  name  w^as  Joseph,  who  w’as  one  of  the 
first  settlers  of  this  town.  The  lot  upon  w’hich  he  settled  is 
the  same  where  Seth  Wentw’orth  resided  w’hen  you  lived  liere. 
As  you  will  reccollect,  it  was  upon  the  “ old  road  ” so-called, 
on  the  w^esterly  side  of  the  road,  nearly  opposite  the  liouse  of 
Deacon  Nathaniel  Chamberlain  ; where  the  remains  of  his 
old  cellar  is  now  to  be  seen.  He  had  a son,  also  named 
Joseph,  w’ho  lived  for  a time  near  his  father,  on  the  same 
side  of  the  road,  perhaps  a hundred  roads  Northwesterly  from 
his  fathers  residence.  This  son  Joseph  Farnham  Jnr.  w\as 
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grown  to  manhood  at  the  time  the  town  was  incorporated  in 
1767.  He  was  the  second  Toiuii  Cleric  and  was  elected  in  1765 
and  held  the  office  for  nineteen  years  in  succession.  He  and 
his  father  were  both  among  the  most  prominent  men  of  the 
town,  both  often  holding  town  offices  at  the  same  time.  This 
Joseph  Farnham  Jan.  did  not  reside  long  where  he  first 
settled,  but  purchased  tlie  lot  in  our  old  neighborhood  where 
Mrs.  Remick  lived  and  died,  and  where  ]\Er.  Hayes  now  lives. 
It  was  he  who  gave  the  land  for  the  Burying  Ground,  where 
my,  and  your  ancestors  are  now  sleeping  the  long  sleep  of 
death.  One  of  his  children,  a daughter,  was  the  first  person 
ever  buried  in  that  yard.  He  sold  the  place  sometime  about 
1790  and  moved  to  Lancaster,  X.H.  His  father  so  far  as  I 
can  learn,  died  in  this  town  on  the  place  where  he  first 
settled,  and  was  hurried  in  the  old  Burying  Ground,  at  the 
old  Meeting  House,  so  called,  a short  distance  southerly  from 
where  he  lived.  Your  Grandfatlier,  David  Farnham,  first 
settled  on  the  place  where  your  father  lived  and  died. 
Undoubtedly  you  have  often  seen  the  remains  of  the  old 
cellar  where  he  first  built,  on  the  hill  southerly  from  the 
house  where  George  now  lives.  Your  Grandfather  had  a 
brother  by  the  name  of  Benjamin,  who  was  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  Lebanon,  and  lived  near  deacon  John  Moody,  on  the 
same  place  where  Ephraim  Jones  lived  and  died.  There  was 
a Farnham  by  the  name  of  Ralph  who  was  one  of  the  original 
proprietors  of  this  town  ; He  lived  here  only  a short  time, 
sold  his  land  and  moved  to  Shapleigh,  now  Acton.  While 
living  here  he  had  a son  born,  whose  name,  I think,  was 
also  Ralpli,  who  was  a soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  army, 
and  who  died  in  ActOn  a few  years  ago,  aged  about  102  years. 
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Wliat  relation  tliese  two  last  named  Farnliams  were  to  your 
family,  I am  unable  to  tell.  There  was  also  a Paul  Farnham 
among  the  first  settlers  of  this  town.  He  lived  on  the  old 
road  on  the  west  side,  a little  below  the  place  where  James 
B.  Chamberlain  now  lives.  He  lived  here  only  for  a short 
time,  but  where  he  went  I am  unable  to  learn.  He  was  the 
father  of  that  Benjamin  Farnham  who  was  the  husband  of 
Dorcas  Farnham  whose  funeral  you  attended  last  summer  at 
Joseph  Furnald’s  ; whether  any  connextion  of  your  family  or 
not  I cannot  tell ; it  is,  however  my  opinion,  that  all  of  the 
name  who  were  ever  in  this  town  were  distantly  related,  and 
sprang  from  the  old  stock  at  York.  I think  it  not  at  all 
improbable,  that  you  might,  by  searching  the  Town  and 
Parish  records  of  York,  acertain  many  more  facts  in  relation 
to  your  ancestors

The  Eev.  P.  P.  Farnham  writing  from  St  Louis  says : — 

I believe  this  is  the  first  time  I ever  received  a com- 
munication from  one  of  ray  own  name  out  side  of  my  own 
father’s  family.  I have  a friend  in  Owasso  in  tliis  State 
who  spells  his  name  Farnum.  He  is  Rev.  W.  L.  Farnum, 
Pastor  Bap.  Church  in  Ow’asso.  I hope  your  forth -coming 
history  will  show  him  to  be  of  the  same  family  wdth  us  and 
it  would  be  interesting  to  know  just  when  and  how  Farnham 
came  to  be  Farnum. 
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I fear  you  will  receive  little  assistance  in  your  work  from 
our  family.  My  father  if  living  would  have  been  able  to  help 
you  a good  deal. 

He  was  in  the  habit  once  in  a while  of  telling  his  family 
history  and  we  have  many  times  regreted  that  we  did  not 
take  it  down  in  writing. 


4 Exchange  Place,  Boston,  March  27th  1886. 

Dear  Sir, 

My  cousin,  James  M.  Yarnura  of  New  York,  has  sent  me  your-^ 
correspondence  regarding  the  similarily  of  our  patronymics. 
We  have  both  been  making  researches  in  the  matter.  His 
theory  is  that  our  name  Yarnum  was  originally  Vemon  to 
which  there  is  some  plausibility  from  the  fact  that  Draycott 
from  which  place  our  family  emigrated  in  1634  is  near  the 
seat  of  the  Yernons.  Still  I incline  to  your  theory  as  to  sim- 
ilarity of  name  and  the  final  eliding  of  the  “ h.’^  and  the  use 
of  the  labial  Y.  or  B.  or  F. 

I cannont  find  that  the  name  was  ever  spelled  by  my 
ancestors  differently  than  now.  Others  writing  it  from 
sound,  have  spelled  it  variously  but  of  late  years,  since  the 
showman  P.  T.  has  become  so  world  renowned,  I find  every 
body  naturally  assuming  his  as  the  correct  spelling.  You 
say  your  name  is  from  “ Fern-home.”  A bright  friend  of 
mine  has  a theory  that  the  name  is  German  or  Saxon  and 
comes  from  a tribe  who  settled  in  the  British  Isles  before 
William  the  Conqueror,  and  he  quotes  history  to  support  his 
theory.  He  says  this  tribe  “ Farni  ” were  very  powerful  but 
dwindled  away  in  the  Norman  ascendency.  It  must  have  been 
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as  badly  depleted  as  tlic  Janissaries  o£  whom  history  states 
but  one  escaped,  for  I have  never  found  many  Farn-Varn- 
Bar-nums  in  England.  But  I mainly  write  to  ask  if  you  have, 
since  you  wrote  my  consin,  found  any  more  clues.  I have  just 
written  Prof.  Henry  Farnham  of  Yale  college,  whom  you  may 
know,  thinking  that  he  way  have  made  some  investigatons. 
It  is  a singular  conincidence  that  in  Dracutt  Mass,  where  my 
ancestors,  settled,  there  were  also  Farnhams,  and  I have  had  to 
be  careful  not  to  mix  the  names.  Today,  there  is  not  one  of 
that  name.
